“T really look forward to coming back be- 
cause I know how fantastic the atmosphere 
is at Olympic Park. I even hear they are 
building a new stadium which will be amaz- 
‘ing when it’s finished.

“] visited Victory training yesterday and all 
the boys are looking fit and raring to go.

Peace missed his. The West Germans continued on to win the tour- 
nament and the nations wept through ‘Gazza’s eyes. 

After England failed to reach the knock out stages in Euro 92, 
then failed to qualify for 1994 World Cup in USA the nation of 
fans were in an all time low. Thankfully England was saved dur- 
ing Euro 1996 as the host nation and automatic qualification. All 
seemed well, the Quarter Final against Spain ended 0-0 and Eng- 
land won 4-2. We thought the tide had turned and it was going 
to be our tournament, but then came the Germans in the Semi 
Final. The game finished England 1 Germany |. This time Gareth 
Southgate, a player who had never taken a professional penalty 
before, stood up and became the unlucky player who will forever 
have his name tarnished by missing his first ever penalty kick. The 
Germans went on to won the tournament, 

‘Two years later, at the 1998 World Cup Second Round in France. 
The game ended England 2 Argentina 2. This was the day David 
Beckham became a national villain being sent off for a silly fowl. 
When it came to the penalty shoot out, Herman Crespo missed 
first for Argentina, but then Paul Ince missed for England. When

LONDON, - The annual Chelsea yard sale is about to start as manager 
José Mourinho announced the names of the players that are available 
for transfers, 

One of these is Argentinian striker Herndn Crespo, who was forced to 
‘go back to Chelsea after completing his loan at AC Milan at the end of 
last season. : 

“Crespo still has the Wish to leave and we are waiting for offers from 
clubs. At this moment there haven't been any,” according to the Portu- 
guese manager. 

Iceland international Eidur Gudjohnsen also appears on the list: “Eidur 
is a great player, we really want to keep him, but we are also willing to 
talk to other clubs that are really interested,” Mourinho said.

“Ladmire AC Milan. But anywhere I go, the Champions League will be 
there waiting for me.” 
Earlier this year Drogba made the headlines for all the wrong reasons 
when he openly admitted to diving during a post match interview with 
the BBC. 
Drogba made his comments on national TV after Chelsea’s match 
against Man, City, which they won 2-0, During the TV interview he 
also admitted to handling the ball as he scored one of the goals, saying, 
“Yes, it was handball, but that’s part of the game.” 
This is the second time in as many days that Drogba has spoken public- 
ly about his desire to leave Chelsea and English football, but Mourinho 
moyed quickly to counter his comments, saying that the player is not 
for sale and will not be released.

He also suggested that 
capacity crowds should be encouraged to stay after the game to 
mimic a sudden-death toumament atmosphere. If the-opposition 
decline the invitation the England squad should stage a competi- 
tion between themselves, This sounds like a good idea in prin- 
ciple, as it seems that penalty shoot-outs can have far more seri- 
ous consequences than elimination from a football tournament. 
Researchers have found that the number of heart attacks increased 
by 25% when England lose in a penalty competition. To some, th 
nation’s survival rests on the ability of one unenviable soul and all 
we have to do is decide on whether to watch or not!
